[Text] A group of about 18 journalists of West European, American and African 
news agencies, who are in Angola at the invitation of the OAU and the UN Office 
of Nigh Commissioner for Refugees left for Cuanza Sul Province yesterday to 
inspect Namibian refugee camps. in the province, the journalists, accompanied 
by SWAPO President Comrade Sam Nujom, toured the educational center, the 
hospital, the maternity ward and the clinic ia Calulo qunicipality, where they 
familiarized themelves with the situation facing the Namibian patriots. 


Having explained the condition of the refugees at the municipality in detail, 
Comrade Sam ‘lujoma said that the large number of youths, which is constantly 
growing, was the result of torture inflicted on them by the troops of the South 
African racist regime, who force them to flee Namibia for Angola. Here they are 
joining the ranks of SWAPO, determined to liberate their people, who are illegally 
dominated by the apartheid regime. 


After thanking the journalists from the various countries and vigorously condemn- 
ing the policies of the South African and Western government. particularly that 
of the United States under the leadership of Ronald Reagan, Sam Nujoma called on 
them to report faithfully to their presidents about the Namibian refugees. The 
SWAPO president called on the journalists to mobilize international opinion on 
the situation of the refugees to insure that the Geneva conference on Namibian 
refugees to be held 9-10 April is a success.

SOUTH AFRICAN RAIL TRAFFIC EMBARGO TERMED ‘INTIMIDATION’ 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 8 Mar 81 pp |, 5 


{Text} South Africa has decided to bar entry of SAR (South Africa Railway) 
freight care into Mozambique, Zimbabwe, Botewana and Zambia. 


Contacted by our reporter. night before last, high officials of our port-railway 
eector called the South African decision an attempt at economic intimidation, 
seeking, in Mozambique's case, to block the port of Maputo. 


In light of the South African decision, a high official of Mozambique's port-rail- 
way sector told our reporter that our authorities are studying what measures 
should be taken in the event the SAR embargo is maintained. 


The South African decision was communicated to our port-railway authorities at the 
beginning of this week. Meanwhile, through contacts established yesterday by AIM 
[Mozambique Press Agency! with several international news sources, it was learned 
that the embargo was also extended to Botswana and Zimbabwe. 


In justification of its position, the SAR claims that « large number of the com- 
pany's railway cars are in the aforementioned countries. At the end of this week 
there were, in all, about 2,709 of these SAR unite in Mozambique. The South African 
company has determined not to resume traffic until the number of units in circula- 
tion [here] is less than 1,800. 


However, a high official of the DNPCF [National Directorate of Ports and Railways 
of Mozambique] told our reporter that this justification for the South African deci- 
sion is completely ‘llogical, since the principles governing activity between the 
two countries in this sector stipulate norms for the rotation of railway cars, i.e, 
the average period of time each car remains on Mozambican territory, but nothing 

is established regarding the number of units in our country at any given moment. 


To arrive at more efficient use of the cars, directors of the DNPCF and the SAR 
met recently and determined measures to be taken by both parties. It was decided 
that Mozambique would make an effort to improve productivity on our lines, so that 
the average period of time spent by a car of one company in the other company's 
zone of operations would be 6 days. 














In turn, South Africa agreed to assemble freight trains in such a way as to facili- 
tate switching and cargo~handling operations at the port of Maputo. 


in view of the need to overcome the existing shortcomings at our porte so the 
latter can meet the needs of almost all the southern African hinterland, the Mozam- 
bican Government has been making efforts to improve productivity, mainly at the 
ports of Maputo, Beira and Nacala. As a result, the ports have been further pro- 
vided with a variety of equipment, as we have reported in recent editions. 


The DNPCF decision to improve on the number of care (both of the CFM [Mozambique 
Railways! and of foreign companies) rotated within a given period is a part of 
this effort, which is expected to produce positive results within a relatively 
short time. As a DNPCF official assured ue however, South Africa has made no 
noticeable effort so far to improve the composition of the trains to facilitate 
switching and handling of SAR frieght cars at the port of Maputo. 


After explaining these facts, and even ccknowledging the problems that still exist 
in our port-railway sector, the same Mozambican official stressed that the South 
African decision has nothing to do with the number of SAR freight care in ovr 
country, nor with any operational problem whatever in this sector. Further demon- 
strating the falsity of the South African justification for the embargo, the high 
official explained that several South African exporters have told the DNPCF of their 
concera at the SAR's refusal to make freight cars available to ship their merchan- 
dise through the ports of Maputo and Matola, which are much more advantageous than 
the South African ports of Durban and Richards Bay for these exporters. 


“But since South Africa is trying to intimidate us economically, the SAR has di- 
verted traffic from the port of Maputo to other ports, which is prejudicial to these 
exporters," one of the DNPCF high officials told our reporter. He explained that 
this traffic diversion also constitutes a violation of port-railway agreements be- 
tween the services responsible for activities in this sector in the two countries. 


In the first place, according to the spokesman, internationally, South Africa is 
attempting to make a power play in the face of the increasing pressure to which 

it has been submitted, with the threat of sanctions against it by all the countries. 
These pressures have become stronger, particularly since the Pretoria regime boy- 
cotted the Geneva discussions on Nam independence. 


In the second place, because international action against the racist, minority 
Pretoria regime was fomented mainly by the Front Line Countries, it is precisely 
these countries which South Africa is now attempting to intimidate. 


In the third place, the South African embargo is also an attempt to intimidate the 
newly independent countries of southern Africa, which are engaged in developing 
regional cooperation, seeking to eliminate the vestiges of colonialism that still 
keep them economically dependent on South Africa. By this intimidation, South 
Africa is seeking to demonstrate its superiority and economic dominance in the 
region. Consequently, it is attempting to destabilize some states in particular, 
which it sees as threatening, as well as to make them shy away from developing 
regional »peration with other independent states. In this way, the Pretoria 
regime hopes to destroy the progress chat has already been achieved within the 
framework of the Commission for Development of Southern Africa, and to create dis- 
agreements among the nine member countries. 











Finally, in this relationship of dependence on South Africa, the tranaport system 
plays a particularly important role. Since the development of Mozambique's port 
and railway system offers an alternative for the various countries in the region, 
in terme of eliminating their dependence on South Africa, there is also an 

attempt to isolate Mozambique from the other countries in the area which depend on 
South Africa for transportation. 


Naturally, thie last objective is not unrelated to the firm stand our country has 
taken internationally regarding the inhuman system of apartheid imposed on the 
South African people. 


"Therefore, South Africa has initiated these maneuvers of intimidation because it 


recognizes that the development of cooperation among the nine countries in the 
region is an undeniable fact which thr © ite dominance. Its attempts to in- 
timidate Mozambique coustitute an offensive that was launched about a year ago 


and includes the military attack against Matola as well as the recent embargo 
directed particularly against the port of Maputo. The offensive signifies South 
Africa's recognition and fear of the progress of our revolution. Our solidarity 
with the struggle of the South African people threatens the perpetuation of the 
racist Pretoria regime,” the official concluded.

TOURE CONDEMNS LIBYAN INTERVENTION IN CHAD 
Conakry HOROYA in French 22-28 Var 61 pp 11-13 


[Interview with President Sekou Toure by the Saudi newspaper OKAZ; in Djiddah 
on 27 February 1981) 


[Excerpt] [Question] What is the Guinean position on Chad? Is there a plan to 
replace the Libyan army in Chad with an OAU army’ 


[Anewer] It is obvious that Chad has been going through a deep crisis for the past 
15 years. But it is aleo true that beginning in 1979, a peaceful solution was being 
considered for the Chad issue. Following the failure of the first two attempted 
solutions called the Kano I and Kano II meetings, a meeting was held in Labos in 
1979 which achieved a consensus and an agreement by all 11 belligerants. 


Firet: This agreement entailed a cease-fire, the establishment of a transitional 
government of national unity, the formation of a control committee and of a 

neutral African force constituted by military contingents from the Con;o, Benin 

and Guinea, the organization of free elections that would allow the Chadian people 
to normalize ite national life through the sovereign choice of the members of 
Parliament; in turn, the Parliament would elect a government. This means that the 
present government, a transitional government of national unity, does not represent 
a given racial reality or a specific ideological tendency. This government of 
national unity should have been formed by the 11 warring factions. Actually, no 
leader of a given faction could and should have been excluded from this government. 


Secondly: the transitional government of national unity can only be temporary, and 
therefore is neither legal nor legitimate. It has not been appointed by the people 
or the Parliament. We were charged by the OAU to ask the leaders of the 11 factions 
to form this government. We ourselves approved the Lagos agreements by recognizing 
the government. In sum, the only legal and juridical basis is constituted by the 
Lagos agreements. Actually, one of the provisions of these agreements categorically 
forbids any neighboring country to intervene in Chadian affairs; this means that 
neither Sudan, the Central African Republic, Cameroon, Nigeria, Niger and Libya 
could and should send military contingents to Chad. Libya signed these agreements. 
And if Libya, in spite of all this, mobilized military forces in Chad, the truth 
must be told: we believe that this intervention is illegal and that it constitutes 
a violation of the Lagos agreement.

Libya maintains that ite intervention wae requested by Chad, while it ie well 

aware of the juridical weight of the Lagos agreements, Moreover, the transitional 
government of national unity was not empowered to sign a military agreement since 

the Lagos agreements recommended an immediate cease-fire and non-interference in 

Chad's internal affaires, A provistonal government whose first task was to bring 

about a cease-fire and disarm all armed citizens .cld not sign a military agree- 

ment with another country. Theretore, the position of the transitional government 

of national unity is tllegal and illegitimate; equally, Libya's position is illegal 

and illegitimate, We have not attacked, in the name of the OAU, either Chad or 

Libya: we are against no one. But we must tell the truth. And to do that, one 

must affirm and etrees che illegal nature of the military agreement between Chad 

end Libya, and consequently, one must condemn the Libyan position, which is 
manifestly a clear violation of the Lagos agreements, 


We have, of course, also learned that there is a project for the unification of 
Chad and Libya. We have condemned this unification agreement on both a political 
and ideological level, We are not opposed to the unification of two, or three, or 
all African countries if this is the will of the people involved. However, we do 
say that the transitional government of national unity is a provisional gove.nment 
which does not have the powers of a constitutional government. In the absence of 
a referendum, or without having obtained the consent of Parliament, it could not 
obligate Chad to sign a unification agreement with Libya. These are the reasons 
which prompted the OAU special committee to condemn Libyan intervention and to 

ask our Libyan brothers to withdraw their military troops from Chadian territory. 


Moreover, we have been charged with the responsibility to present this issue to 
the UN. We have done that, and it is possible that there will be a debate at the 
Security Council on this subject. The interests of the Chadian people must be 
defended, because they have known colonization and must not be deprived of their 
freedom to form a government which is the expression of their will to create their 
national institutions and to live like other peoples in the world in general and 
particularly in Africa. 


This is the mission that has been assigned to us and we believe that world opinion 
underetands us and will support us.

USSR SPECIALISTS ASSIST IN DESIGNING LIMPOPO VALLEY PROJECT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 8 Mar 81 pp 3, 4 
[Article by Antonio Makwela] 


[Excerpts] the Soviet specialists responsible for drafting the study entitled 
"General Plan for Integrated Use and Conservation of the Surface and Subsurface 
Hydraulic Resources of the Limpopo River Basin" are confident that their task 
will be completed in 1983, ahead of the scheduled date. The work was begun in 
1980, and the 42-month contract expires in March 1984. 


The purpose of the study is to inventory the surface and underground hydrographic 
resources of the Limpopo Basin and to propose solutions for the problems involved 
in theit development, as we reported in a previous issue. 


The Limpopo valley has some of the most fertile ground in Mozambique. The govern- 
ment considers it the nation's future breadbasket and expects it to play a crucial 
role ‘n the undertaking of this decade, the dedade of victory over underdevelopment. 


The Soviet team drafting the study consists of 150 specialists in various fields. 
it includes geologists, paleontologists, hydraulic engineers and ecologists, among 
others. 


The team brought research equipment and heavy machinery along with it. A workshop 
was set up in Xai-Xai, capital of Gaza Province, near the mouth of the river, and 
about 100 Mozambicans are employed in the project. 


Irrigation and hydroelectric power are two major concerns of the Soviet team, which 
is studying the possibility of co.wtructing a series of dams, one in Mapai and per- 
haps one in Mabalane, and possibly still another one between the two. These dams, 
which would have a total capacity of 10 to 15 cubic kilometers, would make it 
possible to control the flow of the river and considerably increase the area of 
irrigated land. 


With regard to the Limpopo basin (1 million hectares of arable land located in 
Gaza, a province with an area of 76,000 square kilometers), the plans under study 
would permit irrigation of 250,000 hectares. About 30,000 hectares are currently 
under irrigation. 
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The Soviet team is not confining its studies to irrigation, however. The team also 
foresees construction of a dam at the mouth of the Limpopo, which would block the 
advance of the sea and reduce the salt content of the river. 


Several other projects are within the scope of the Soviet's team's studies, involv- 
ing the problems of transportation and communications in the river basin, the navi- 
gability of the Limpopo, the development of livestock farming and the fishing poten- 
tial in the lagoons created by the new dams. The team has also examined the ques— 
tion of supplying water to Xai-Xai and Cl.okwe. 


in addition to this general study, several specific studies and projects are being 
pursued, involving financing, firms and technicians from Portugal, France, Italy 
Brazil, Bulgaria, the Netherlands and the Kuwait Fund, among others.

FOREIGN MINISTER'S 'CORDIAL' VISIT IN PORTUGAL

[Excerpt] Lisbon, 25 Mar--At the end of his visit to Portugal the minister of for- 
eign affairs of the People's Republic of Mozambique, Joaquim Chissano, was received 
today by President Ramalho Eanes. This meeting, which lasted one hour (30 minutes 
more than originally scheduled) constitutes a political success for both sides. 


Eanes accepted the invitation extended to him to visit Mozambique included in a mes- 
sage from President Samora Machel. Following this meeting, Joaquim Chissano declared 
to newsmen that there was an identity of views expressed during the course of his 
conversations with the Portuguese president. It should be noted that the highest 
Portuguese political officials expressed cordial feelings toward Mozambique in their 
meetings with the Mozambican minister of foreign affairs. From the members of the 
Council of the Revolution (Melo Antunes, Victor Crespo and Franco Charais) to the 
leaders of the parties represented in Parliament, notably Alvaro Cunhal, Freitas 

do Amaral and Rui Mateus (secretary for foreign affairs of the Secialist Party 
substituting for Mario Soares who is away), cordiality toward Mozambique was unani- 
mous . 


Today, the last day of his visit, Joaquim Chissano also met with Gen Sousa Menezes 
and with the leaders of the Mozambique-Portugal Friendship Aseociation. 


Mozambique and Portugal already cooperate in the training of cadres; however, this 
cooperation is carried out in a rather irregular manner. A number of Mozambican 
physicians doing their internship here and some young metalworkers were present at 
the meeting that Chissano held with employees of the Mozambican Embassy and their 
families. This meeting could be characterized as a visit with the Mozambican com- 
munity in Lisbon. 


At the meeting, the minister of foreign affairs provided a panoramic review of the 
political situation in the People's Republic of Mozambique, specifically on South 
African aggressions and the CIA network.

UNPRODUCTILVE WORKERS UNAWARE OF COLONIAL WORKING CONDITIONS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 4 Mar 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] To bring together the best workers, to stimulate those who can be 
reached and to isolate the poor, disorderly and lazy workers: this is one of the 
methods defined by the management of the National Cashew Company EE [State Enter- 
prise] as part of an offensive to eliminate the serious problems of poor disci- 
pline and disorganization existing at the cashew processing plant in Namacurra, 
Zambezia Province, and to revitalize its operations. 


Idle since February because of a breakdown in the power plant, the Namacurra 
factory has struggled with serious technical problems that have recently necessi- 
tated sporadic shutdowns. 


Basic Issue 


Technical disorders aside, however, the fact is that the basic problem is one 

of lack of discipline and poor productivity emong the workers. At present, of the 
eight factories that constitute the stite cashew industry, the Namacurra plant has 
the highest rate of absenteeism. 


Moreover, in any 3-month period, about half the workers (mainly women) employed in 
the various steps of cashew nut ,»rocessing leave the plant. 


Because of tne continuous turnover in personnel, the level of technical competence 
among the workers is extremely low. As a result, the plant has the lowest produc- 
tion and productivity rates in the entire enterprise. 


The atmosphere at the plant is one of extreme apathy, which extends to the manage- 
ment itself. It is considered normal for an employee to take 3 to 4 days to com- 
plete 1 day's work assignment. 


Causes 


For an understanding of the reasons behind this situation, it is important to ex- 
plain that the Namacurra plant is the newest one in the state cashew sector. It 
went into operation after the overthrow of colonialism in our country, and came under 
state control in mid-1979. 


The workers there are not familiar with the exploitation and oppression that existed 
in the cashew industry in colonial times, when the nuts were shelled manually, 











using 4 hammer, and peeled by hand, They do not know what it is to work until all 
hours of the night to complete their daily assignment and have their card marked, 
or to finish the assignment the next day in order to have their card marked for 
the previous day. Nor do they know what it is to work under very difficult condi- 
tions to earn 130, 150 of 240 eseudos 4 month. They came in after independence, 
at wages ranging from 1,200 to 1,500 escudos and, later, 2,000 escudos, and are 
now earning 2,700 meticale. 


Another factor ie that the plant is located in 4 rural area, with 4 peasant popu~ 
lation, where there is obviously no tradition of industrial labor. Hence the 
workers (the vast majority of them women) work only 3} or 4 months. As soon as 
they have earned enough to buy clething and other products, they return to the 
fields to take up farm work aga’... 


it is aleo noted that because thie is the only factory in the region (the plant 
is located 70 le from the city of Quelimane), there is no labor environment per- 
mitting contacts with other workers, eo there is no labor consciousness,

POLITICAL FACTORS IMPEDING DEFEAT OF SWAPO

[Text] Sindhoek--The security forces of South Africa and of Southwest Africa/Namibia 
could totally defeat SWAPO if it were not for political and other limitations, says 
Charles Lloyd, the commanding general of the Southwest Africa territoria) forces. 


The limitations arise from the fact that Angola is not being treated as an enemy. 
If they can help it the security forces do not take actions against the FAPLA- 
forces, the Angolan infrastruciure or the local population, 


At the present time the military action in Wamboland is a peace-keeping one. The 
government has not turned the peace status in Wamboland into one of war by 
declaring martial law which would place the security forces in a favorable position 
of wiping out SWAPO internally. 


Outside of Southwest Africa/Namibia the security forces could pay less attention on 
Angolan forces and infrastructures and dedicate their full attention to the 
destruction of SWAPO wherever it may be found. 


Peace-Keep ing 


In an interview with DIE TRANSVALER General Lloyd said that in places where this 
cannot now be done because of political considerations the situation could change 
and there could be a shift to measures aimed at protecting the interests of South- 
west Africa/Namibia, its people and the securit’ situation of southern Africa. 


"The security forces can win the war; for the present time we are engaged in peace- 
keeping." 


Not Fight ing 


General Lloyd said that as of now SWAPO is paying a high price for something which 
they will never obtain by armed force, but could possibly obtain in a peaceful 
democratic way. Although the security forces are handicaped by the fact that a 
peacetime situation prevails in Wamboland and they are not actually conducting a 
war against SWAPO, SWAPO itself is still on the run. 
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SWAPO is not in control of any region in Southwest Africa/Namibia; ite bases are 
deep inaide Angola at a safe distance and their influence on the local population 
le felt only if the security forces are not present, They plant mines which are 
killing or wounding mostly members of the local population, They sabotage power 
lines, telephone poles, water pipelines and bridges which form the civilian 
infrastructure on which the local population depends, 


When they collide with the security forces the, fire a few shote from far away and 
then take to their heele in all directions, They are not willing to stand up and 
fight. 


"Militarily SWAPO cannot win the fight, not that way," saye General Lloyd. The 
security forces are attaining military successes, but these are not going to resolve 
the probleme confronting Southwest Africa/Nemibia. 


General Lloyd says that if the security forces have the support of the local popu- 
lation of Southwest Africa/Namibia along with a high morale and a will to win "we 
will win the struggle against SWAPO," 


Drive 


There is a need of greater involvement in the military effort on the part of the 
public. There prevaile political insecurity and lack of confidence and passivity, 
especially among the whites. Every able-bodied white in Southwest Africa/Namibia 
ought to be a member of the territorial force and take an active part in it. We 
must show more drive. 


The protection of civilians in Wamboland is an important and sizeable job in which 
they themselves must take part. At this moment consideration is being given to 
methods for bringing about this participation. 


He often goes to see the men of the security forces at the border, says General 
Lloyd. Their morale is high, their weapons among the best and they have mastered 
all the finer arte of bush warfare. 


“at this moment we are refining a couple of things which will be giving us better 
results in the near future," says General Lloyd, but he refuses to provide any 
additional information. 


Incidents 


With respect to the situation now, following the Geneva conference, General Lloyd 
says that the military situation is unchanged and will continue to be so until the 
whole matter goes in one or the other direction at the political level. At 
Geneva SWAPO stated that it will intensify the military struggle and it is now 
trying to give the impression that it has already done so, 


It is increasing its activities in those areas where they usually take action. 
More mines are being planted, SWAPOs are intimidating more people, they are commit- 


ting more murders and they are going for more prestige-gettiag targets, the rocket 
attack on Oshakati attesting to this. They are also trying to create incidents in 
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areas outside Ovambo such as Kaokoland, Kavango and south of the red line, By 
making propaganda out of these isolated incidents they are trying to create the 
impression of an intensified warfare, 


"But ae far as we are concerned, at the moment SWAPO ie at loggerheads with iteelf, 
ite leaders realize that they cannot win the war and they have suffered many losses, 
Last year the security forces killed about 1,500 SWAPO terroriatse besides the wounded 
or their own dead which the SWAPO terrorists carried off with then, 


Vietnam Syndrome 


General Lloyd says that there are people who talk about a Vietnam syndrome which is 
taking root in South Africa because there are South Africans dying at the Southwest's 
borders. But those who talk about euch a thing are not completely informed, They 
have no ideaof the importance of the struggle in Southwest Africa/Namibia for the 
republic and what lies there for Southwest Africa/Namibia iteelf, although, as 
already stated, there is a need for greater military involvement. 


The war in the northern borders of Southwest Africa/Namibia is firet of all that 
country’s own war, because ite internal leaders are not willing to accept SWAPO/ 
Ovambo domination, SWAPO in turn is not willing to share political power. 


South Africa wants to see an independent Southwest Africa/Namibia and therefore 
there is no reason for SWAPO to fight to drive out South African officials and 
soldiers. 


But the struggle in Southwest Africa/Namibia's northern borders is of great 
importance to South Africa. In the eyes of the outside world this is a struggle 
between SWAPO and South Africa. A political victory in Southwest Africa/Namibia 
will be regarded by SWAPO as a military victory over South Africa and it will 
propagate it as such and this can provide momentum .or the revolutionaries’ attack 
against the republic.

DRAFT 1981-1982 BUDGET ADOPTED--Dakar, 2 Apr (AFP)--The Senegalese Government has 
adopted its 1981-1982 draft budget with revenues totaling 212.169 billion CFA 
francs and expenditures totaling 211.194 billion CFA francs. According to the 
official communique, this is an increase of 18.758 billion and 19.497 billion CFA 
francs respectively compared to the previous budget. The 1981-1982 budget is 
composed of the operating budget (125.493 billion CFA francs compared to 115.644 
billion CFA francs for last year), the money for equipment (21.202 billion CFA 
francs compared to 22 billion last year) and the treasury special accounts 
(65.474 billion CFA francs).

Well- 
meaning as well as evil-intentioned people are raising this question and in the 
discussions which follow opinions resulting from misinformation and distortions 
sometimes prevail. 


If we examine the things which contributed to the insecurity of some people then it 
soon becomes clear that they feel unnerved because some of the old slogans have lost 
their meaning and effectiveness. 


In earlier days objectives had been set which provided a feeling of security, but 
here too our sights had to be readjusted for good and practical reasons, 


Security 


This has left some people in dismay. They had begun to believe that their security 
had come to an end; because of de way the Nationalist policy was progressing they 
had to quit ome trench and take up new positions. 


The thing which above all required a great adaptation, and not everybody could keep 
in step with it, was that South Africa's policy could no longer be conducted in the 
idiom of dogmatic formulas and aims. There was a swing to a policy of negotiations 
which had existed before but had never played so nearly a central role as is now 
the case. 


In the policy of negotiation it is possible to lay down certain clear guidelines-—- 
and this has already been done in the prime minister's 12 point plan--but it is 
impossible to provide in advance a detailed blueprint of how everything is going 
to look. 


As a matter of fact in the past many statements of purpose have been played out to 
their fullest, but the question is: What was the use of this type of security, 
when in practice it became clear that the ideal could not be realized? What they 
really did result in were: disillusionment, frustration and great concern over 
explosive situations. 
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It is necessary to start reconsidering things on the basis of certain firm pointes 
of departure. The reformulation of certain aims has taken place, but thie does sot 
mean that the things of the past can be dumped boots and all, 


Successes qe? 


To be sure some remarkable successes have already been achieved, Recently the 
limelight has been sharply focused on the most important one; thie is the 
recognition given by the government to nationality and group identity. 


The successes which have been attained with self-government and achievement of 
independence of black nations are truly great and thie remains one of the corner- 
stones of Nationalist Party policy. 


This principle has been so successful that today even the opposition is giving lip 
service to ethnicity and self-government, certainly one of the most dramatic 
victories that a line of political policy has ever attained in this country. 


These are the very successes which have served as the stimulus in searching for 
solutions in those areas where our objectives have not been reached in such a 
espectacular manner and where, to be sure, we have ended up in a blind alley. But 
in thie search, in which the hard facte of reality are taken into account, we have 
already attained new successes. 


Far from the idea that wide fields of insecurity have appeared, there is now clarity 
over 4 great number of matters, a clarity that did not exist before. Actually the 
truth is that there has not been an increasing vagueness settling over our policy, 
but that t' ore is now greater clarity, or that the process of clarification is 

under way. 


Let us mention a few examples: In the area of labor it has now been clear for a 
long time that the system of job reservation has become obsolete. Even in John 
Vorster's time the Nationalist government had undertaken investigations which in 
the past year or so has resulted in certainly the most far reaching labor reforms 
which any country has experienced in peaceful ways...and this has been done in 
close collaboration with the trade unions. 


What previously had appeared to be a thorny problem has been dealt with in a correct 
manner, so that white and colored workers know today where they stand in the new 
order of things. 


Political Rights 


chere is the problem of land for the homelands, a controversial matter, which 
sprung up and persisted in so grotesque a manner that few people saw any chance 
for it. Many of them conveniently pushed the problem into the background. But 
it has been undertaken with resoluteness and here too we are struggling hard to 
attain clarity. 


We shall continue this conversation next time and we will then take a look mainly 
at what the situation is with regard to that most contentious of all subjects: the 
political aspirations and rights of the people of South Africa.

Responsible unions and workers, along with the government, will have to consider 
proper ways and means of maintaining order and labor peace, namely, by observing 
all the laws and regulations. 


"In connection with this, in the past, we have maintained close contact with trade 
union leaders and employers and we will do so even more in the future, because we 
cannot allow the trade union movement to be used for the purpose of creating a 
situation of disorder and unrest which have nothing to do with service conditions 
and working conditions." 


All Workers 


"The challenge facing employers, registered trade union movements and the government 
is the ability of having to maintain, extend and preserve a stable and just labor 
system for all the workers of South Africa," said the minister. 


To be able to do this there has to be clarity of principles which must serve as 
guiding principles for the road ahead, 


The minister said that he wants to assure the employers and employees that the 
government “will always recognize them in the application and revision of legis- 
lation as required by the demands and circumstances of the time." 


“Today I am calling upon the employers and the workers of South Africa to keep 
open the channels of communication and not to allow the proven system of negotiation 
and conciliation to be destroyed by forces having political objectives." 


Not Confined 


He stated that the minimum of government interference in the internal decision- 
making of trade unions and a maximum of self-administration are not only offering 
new opportunities to trade unions, but these will also go hand in hand with special 
responsibilities. 
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Unreasonable labor practices are not only Limited to the relations between employers 
and employees, but these are aleo of concern with respect to the actions of trade 
union leaders vis-a-vis the workers and to the relations among the trade unions 


themselves, 


"Providing misleading and wrong iuformation to workers, wrong ideas and the practice 
of political activities represent only a few examples of practices which are now 
being maintained by certain trade union circles, These are not in the interest of 
the workers or the trade union movement and therefore they muet be stopped,”

All of this (and even more) does uot detract one jot or one title from our view- 
point that area arrangements, having one's own region, institutions and ; litical 
authorities (that is-—having one's own say) for each of the national groups must be 
maintained and developed. 


All those involved in the development of South Africa must bear in mind that the 
Afrikaner is not going to manage the situation which lies ahead through political 
integration, 





Power Play 


The Afrikaner realizes that relations with the black man have become more mature, 
more complicated and more dangerous. 


More mature, because in a certain sense there will have to be a final compromise 
with respect to co-existence and togetherness, with respect to rights and duties, 
borders and forms of government. 


More complicated, because the black man's status, potential, the will to develop 
and the realization of power have grown tremendously. The black people have 
developed a sensitivity about points of difficulty, rights, political and economic 
claims, labor conditions and human decency which can never again be taken away 
from them, unless satisfactory solutions are found. 
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Relations have become more dangerous due to the international power play, 
aggression in Africa, world preseure, direct interference from abroad, some of 
our neighboring countries being in the hande of the communtete, 


We are caught between the West's own intereste (which turn againet us) and che 
communists’ own interests (which infringe upon us), 


Anawer 

In our policy we are making choices in five directions: 

1, We do not believe in confrontation by forcing a violent clash, 

2. We are opposed to capitulation by giving in and letting ourselves be overrun. 
3, We reject the ideaof one people dominating another. 


4, Carrying on with a let it go policy, respond to pressure with pressure and 
giving in is not acceptable, 


5. A majority government through political integration is an abyemal thing for 
South Africa and we will continue our unanimous resistance to that unabatedly. 


Well then, what is our reply? 

We are back to the Africa philosophy of the Afrikaner; namely, political separat ion 
and decentralized powers which, through the acceptance of self-determination, 
develops a system for managing political interconnections to serve our common 
interests. 

There are, of course, two ways of presenting the point of view of thie article: 


One way is self-exalting and pharisaical, having a sort of ideological forcefulness 
of a suspicious nature: without reconciliation and without understanding. 


This is the bravado way which is not going to accomplish anything. 


The other way is modest determination which believes that the solution entails a 
sobriety and serviceableness which will be best for all the peoples of our country.
